In medieval times, 
many flags displayed a 
family crest or coat of 
arms. These designs 
often combined animals 
and coloured squares. 











Many modern jumbo jets feature 
bright, eye-catching flags on their 
tails. These sometimes show which 
country the aircraft comes from.
